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PREFACE. 



Daring a i)criod of sovoral years as Inspector of a Ma- 
sonic District in Calif orniay and aftcrwanUt as Grand Lec- 
turer of the Grand Lodge, my obserx'atiou and experience 
led me to the conclusion that no one t)ang was more 
needed in this Jurisdiction than a concise yet comprnheu- 
sivo conipilation of the various decisions tliat iiavo been, 
from time to time, made by our Grand Masters and Grand 
r^odge. A few years ago I had the distinguished honor of 
being appointed Chairman of the Committee on Corre- 
spondence in this Jurisdiction. I very soon learned that, 
whatever I knew about the Kitual of the Fiatcmity, I was 
almost entirely unversed in the jurisprudence thereof, and 
was, in consequence, compelled to direct my earnest study 
to this important particular. I made comments for my own 
benefit. These I have compiled in more regular fonn, and, 
brief and impei*fect as tlie result of my ciTorts may bo, T 
now send them out as a well-meant, if not a valuable, 
offering in aid of those who desire to acquaint theniselvc-i 
more thoroughly with tlie principles and teachings of ou 
noble Institution in this State. 

It must be apparent to every one who will take tlu 
trouble tu examine the Proceedings of our Grand Lodge, 
that the gi'eater part of the labors of the Grand Master 
and of the Grand Lodge are incident to the imperfect 
knowledge of the principles of Masonic Jurisprudence, 
and of our excellent Constitution, which characterizes so 
many of the ofllcers and meml^era of our Lodges. If my 
eilurts may be successful in even partially remedying this 
evil, I feel that I shall not have labored in vain.

OF THE GRAND LODGE OF CAUFOUNIA, AS LAST AMCND£D 

AT ITS ANNUAL COMMUNICATION IN OCTOBER, 18S3, 

WITH THK GENERAL REGULATIONS NOW IN 

VORCE, AND SUBSEQUENT AMENDMENTS. 



PART I. 
Of the OrganiztUion 0/ the Grand Lod*jc 



ARTICLE I. 

or ITS TITLE AND SEAL. 

Secttion 1. This Grand Lodge shall be entitled "The Most 
Worshipful Grand Lodge of Free and Accepted Masonii of the 
SUte of California.*' 

SEa 2. It shall have a Seal— bearing such devices and 
inscriptions as by it have heretofore been, or may hereafter 
be, determined— which shall be affixed to all in^truuicnts 
issued by or under its authority. 

ARTICLE II. 

or m MEMBERS AND THEIR QUALIFICATIONS. 

Srotion 1. The Grand Tjod^e shall be cf)nipo.<<cd of a Grand 
Master, (whose address shall bo Mast Worshipful^) a Deputy 
Grand Master, a Senior Grand Wartlen, and a Junit>r Grand 
Warden, (whose addresses shall severally he RightWoi'shipf't^) 
a Grand Treasurer and a Grand Secretary, (whose addrt\-i.<cM 
shall severally be Kc)^ TKort/ap/uf,)a Grand Chaplain, (whose 
address shall be Vo'y Reverend^) a Grand Orator, a Grand 
Marshal, a Grand Standard Bearer, a Grand Sword ]>earer, a 
Grand bible Rearer, a Senior Graud Deacon, a Junior Grand 
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Beacon, two Grand StewarJa, a Grand runuivant, a Grand 
Oiganint, and a Grand Tyler, (whose addresses shall severally 
be Worskip/ul;) together with all the Past Grand Officers and 
Past Masters of this jurisdiction, and the Masters and War- 
dens of the several chartered and duly constituted Lodcreii, or 
ihe representatives thereof duly elected as provided in Art 
n. Part VII. 

Ssa 2, Each officer and member of the Grand Lod^e must 
be a member of some L«>dRe within iU jurisdiction. With the 
oeMatioB of such membership shall cease his office and mem- 
berahip In the Grand Lodge. 

8so. 3. No member of the Grand Lodge shall be repre- 
sented therein by proxy. 

ARTICLE in. 

OF ITS POWERS AND AVTUORITY. 

SsonoN L The Grand Lodge is the Supreme Masonic 
Power and Authority in this State, possessing all the attri- 
butes of sovereignty and government— legislative, executive, 
and judicial— limited only by a strict adherence to the Ancient 
landmarks of the Order, and by the provisions of its own 
Constitution and Regulations. 

Sec, 2. Its legisUtive powers extend to every case of legis- 
lation not expressly delegated by iteelf to the Lodges; and 
the Constitution and Regulations, which it has an inalienable 
right to adopt and promulgate at its own convenience, and to 
alter, amend, or repeal at its own pleasure, under the limita- 
tions therein imposed, are final and binding upon all Lodges 
and Biasons within its jurisdiction, until so altered, amended, 
or repealed. 

Sxc. 3. Its executive powers include the granting of dis- 
pensations and chai-ters to establish and perpetuate Lodges 
within this State, and in other territory where no Grand 
Lodge exists: the revocation or suspension thereof; the 
issuing of special dispensations for all purposes permitted by 
•ny of the provisions of this Con8tituti»)n; and the exercise 
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generally, of all such authority as may be necessary to carry 
its own l«*gi»lation into complete effect. 
Skc. 4. Its judicial j^iowcra are of two kinds: — 
1st. Orip«ufi{— Including the decision of all controversies 
between any of the Lodges, or between one of them and a 
member or members of another; and the enforcement of dis- 
cipline upon its own' members and upon the Lodges under its 
jurisdiction; and 

2d. Appeilate—'EmhtKcing the revision of all matters of 
controversy or discipline, proper for Masonic invcMtigation, 
which may have arisen in any of the Lodges, and over which 
it has not retained original jurisdiction. 

ARTICLE IV. 

OF ns OOUMUMCATIO.N'S. 

SRcnON 1. The Grand Lodge shall hold its Annual Com- 
munications for the transaction of its regular business, at the 
city of San Francisco, commencing on the second Tuesday of 
October, at ten o'clock, A. M. 

8io. 2. Special Communications may be ordered by the 
Grand Master whenever, in his opinion, the welfare of the 
Fraternity shall require it. 

8bo. Jk Special Communications shall be ordered by the 
Grand Master upon an application therefor in writing, setting 
forth the causes which demand it, and signed by the Masters 
of at least fifteen chartered Lodges. 

Sec. 4. Every order for a Sijccial Communication shall 
designate the object tliereof, so far as is proper to be written, 
and, unless such Communication be called merely for the per- 
formance of some Masonic ceremony, shall be issued to each 
Lodge and Grand Officer at least thirty days before the day 
named for meeting; and no busine-ss shall be transacted thereat 
other than that for which the Grand Lodge was esi>eci.illy 
convened. 

Sto. 5. The officers or representatives of at least seventy- 
five chartered Lodges shall be present in order to transact any 
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bmuiGSM in the Grand Lodge, either at an Annual or Special 
Communication; but, upon occasions of ceremony only, the 
Grand Master, or his duly authorized representative, with a 
sufficient number of brethren to fill the stations and places, 
may at any time open the Grand I/)dge aod perform the cer- 
monies for which it was convened. 

Sia 6. None but members of the Grand Lodge, the Grayd 
Offioen, Past Grand Officers and Representatives of other 
Grand Lodges, and the members of the Grand Organist's 
dioir, shall be present at the opening thereof or during an 
election therein. 

ARTICLE V. / 

OF ITS ILICriONS AND APFOINTICENTS. 

SicnoN 1. The Grand Master, Deputy Grand Master, 
Grand Wardens, Grand Treasurer and Grand Secretary, shall 
be dected by ballot, at each Annual Communication, upon 
the fourth day thereof; shall be' installed before its dose; and 
ahali hold their respective offices until their successors shall 
have been elected and installed. A majority of all the votes 
east shall be necessary for an election. 

Sn. 8.. All other Grand Officers shall be appointed by the 
Grand Master, immediately after his installation, at each 
Annual Communication; shall be properly invested before 
the doee thereof; and shall hold their respective offices during 
his will and pleasure. 

8k. S. Whenever a vacancy shall occur in any elective 
office of the Grand Lodge, the Grand Master shall have power 
to fill the same by aptx>intmcnt, which appointment shall be 
▼alid until the succeeding annual election and installation; 
and the officer so appointed shall be charged with all the 
* duties and responsibilities of one regularly elected. 

ARTICLE VL 

or m VOTIKG AND REPRRSENTATIOK. 

Section 1. All questions in the Grand Ixxlgc, except elec- 
tion of officers,, shall be decided either viva vvcc or by a »how 
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of bnndn; unk*8M, bcfcrc the announcement of the r(*.<iult 
ther€H)f, tliree nicmU'r:! shall demand that the vote lie taken 
by yean and nayn, in which case it fthall Uius bo taken. 

Sro. 2. Each Grand Officer present, whether elected or 
appointed, (except the Grand Tyler,) and each Past Grpnd 
Officer present, shall be entitled to one vote. 

Shc. 3. Each Lodge represented shall be entitled to three 
votes; and the Past Masters of each Lodge shall, collectively, 
be entitled to one vote. 

Sko. 4. No Grand Officer, Past Grand Officer, or Past 
Master, voting or partici|>ating in a vote, in cither of tho.se 
capacitied, shall vote or participate in a vote, in any otljer of 
them; but either of such members may, ss Master, Warden, 
or representative of a Lodge, cast also the vote or votes to 
which such position shall entitle him. 

Sec. 5. When a Lodge shall be represented by only two of 
its proper officers, the officer highest in rank may cast two of 
its three votes. 

Sec. 6. When a Lodge shall be represented by only one of 
its proper officers, or by a representative, such officer or rcp> 
resentativc may cast all the votes to which it is entitled. 

Sec. 7. In all cases of a tie vote, except votes by ballot, 
the Grand Master, in addition to his projier vote, may have 
the casting vote. 

ARTICLE VII. 

OF ITS COMUITTECS AND THEIR DUTIES. 

Section I. The following regular committees, to consist of 
five members each, shall be appointed by the Grand Master 
at each Annual Communication, as soon as practicable after 
its commencement, viz: On Credentials, on Charters, and on 
By-Laws of l^odgcs, the duties of which committees shall 
cease at the clo^e of such Communiciition

OK ITS REVENUES AND THEIR SOURCES. 

^ SionoN 1. The revenue of the Grand Lodge shall be de-

W. From contributions levied upon the Lodges, which 
■hall always be equal and uniform, in proportion to their 
membership and degrees conferred: and 

M. From the funds, dues, and proceeds of all property of 
dimolved Lodges within its jurisdiction. 

Sio. 2. The following shall be the fees diarged as above:—

4ih. For a dispensation to ballot for a candidate for the 
degrees, without the reference to a committee prescribed in 
Sec S^ Art III, Part III, the sum of ten dollars: 

6th. For a dispensation to receive and act upon the peti- 
turn of a rejected candidate for the degrees, within a less 
period than the twelve months prescribed in Sec. 2, Art. Ill, 
Fart m, the sum of ten dollars: 
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6th. For a disiicnsation to receive and act u|)on the peti- 
tion for dcpiwjs of a pcrwon belonging to the army or navy of 
the United States, who may nut iraasess the qualification of 
residence prescribed in Sec. 2, Art. Ill, Part III, the sum of 
ten dollars: and 

7th. For a diploma of any kind, the sum of one dollar,

Seo. 8. In no case shall either of the foregoing documents 
be issued until the fees therefor shall have been paid to the 
Grand Secretary. 

Sec. 4. The following contributions shall be paid m an- 
nual dues by each of the Lodges, whether chartered or under 
dispensation, at the time and in the manner provided in Sec. 
4, Art n, Part III:—. 

Ist. For each degree it shall have conferred during the 
year, the sum of seventy-five cents: (Amendment 1800.) 

2d. For each Master Mason borne upon its roll at the date 
of its annual report, the sum of one dollar: 

And the Grand Ixxlge may levy, in addition to the above, 
such other contributions as in its judgment may be required. 
Seo. 5. In case of the dissolution of a Lodge, the Grand 
Secretary, or some brother by him duly authorized, shall at 
once proceed to receive its funds on hand, collect its outstand- 
ing dues, and dispose of its jewels, furniture, and other prop- 
erty of every kind, in such manner as shall seem to him most 
judicious; and he shall place the proceeds thereof, after the 
payment of all just debts and necessary expenses, among the 
funds of the Grand Lodge. .

ARTICLE I. 

or THE ORGANIZATION OF A LODGR. 

Section 1. A Lod(;e can only Le forme \ by authority of a 
disponaation from the Grand Mojiter, or of a charter from the 
Grand Ixxlge; and no charter Bhall be granted to any I^d«re 
until it aball have worked a time under dispensation, and shall 
have exhibited to the Grand Lodge satisfactory evidence of 
its Xlaaonic capability. 

Seo. 2. Upon the petition of twelve or more Master Ma- 
sons being presented to the Grand Master, in the form pre- 
scribed in Art III, Part VII, he may grant them a dispensa- 
tion to open and hold a Lodge at the place therein to be named, 
with power to make Masons and receive members by afBli- 
ation: and he shall therein appoint the Master and Wardens 
of the new Lodge. But in no case shall such dispensation be 
issued unless the petition be accompanied by a recommenda- 
tion from the nearest or most convenient chartered Lod^e, (if 
from a town or city where more than one Lodge exists, then 
from a majority of such Lodges,) retting forth, in the form 
preacribed in Art. Ill, Part VII, that the i>etitioners are all 
Mastei^ Masons in good standing, that the establishment of the 
new Lodge is of manifest propriety and will nmduce to the 
good of the Order, and that a safe and suitable Lod);e-r(K)m 
has been provided therefor; nor unless the petition shall also 
be accompanied by a certificate of withdrawal of each peti- 
tioner from the Lodge of which he was Inst a member, and by 
a certificate from a Master, whom the Grand Master is satis- 
fied is well skilled in the Craft, in the form prescribed in Art. 
Ill, Part VII, declaring that the Master and Wardens pro- 
posed in such petition are e:ich fully competent properly to 
confer the three degrees of Masonry and to deliver entire the 
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lectures thereunto api>ertaining. Such disiiensati.m shall 
terminate nijon the first day of the month in which tl.c ^ext 
guccceding Annual Comamnication shall beholden; and shall 
then be returned to the Grand Secretary, together with the 
by-laws, book of records, and returns of the new Lodge to 

that date. 

Seo. 3. Upon the return of tho dispensation of a new 
Lodge, as above, with a i>etition for a charter in the forni 
prescril»ed in Art. III. Part VII, if an cxaminHtion of its 
work and proceedings shall prove satisfactory, and if it shall 
produce a certificate, as required in the preceding section, that 
the Master and Wardens propo.=«ed are each thoroughly skilled 
in the work and lectures, and if it shall also show that it is 
clear of all indebtedness, the Grand I^ge may order the issue 
of a charter to such Lodge, and assign it such name and num- 
ber on the registry as shall be deemed proper; and such Lodge 
shall be duly constituted within sixty days thereafter, or its 
charter shall be forfeited. If the examination be not satis- 
factory, or such certificate and showing be not produced, the 
petition may be totally refused, or a continuance of the dis- 
pensation, ontil the next Annual Communication, may be 
ordered; but no such continuance shall be granted a second 

time. * 

SEa 4. A Lodge shall consist of a Master, a Senior War- 
den, a Junior Warden, a Treasurer, a Secretary, a Senior 
Deacon, a Junior Deawm, a Tyler, and such other officers as 
its by-laws may provide; together with as many members as 
It may find convenient. 

ARTICLE II. 

OP THE POWERS AND DUTIES OF A L01K;E. 

Section 1. Thfe powers and duties of a Lodge are such as 
are preacribed in iU dispensation or charter, by the Constitu- 
tion and Regulations of the Grand Lodge, and by the general 
regulations of Masonry; and they are defined as follows:-

Six;. 3. If a Mason f^hall have received the first degree, r>r 
the first and second degrees, in one Lodge, and shall aim [>ly 
receive jKracisaioM from such I^odge to receive the remaining 
degrees or degree in another I^odge, he must petition the 
Lodge last mentioned for such other degrees or degree, and 
the petition shall be subject to the usual reference and ballot. 
If he be elected and receive the Ndditional degrees or dc-grec, 
he shall be deemed a member of the Lodge in which he re- 
ceived the degree of Master Mason. 

Sko. 4. No Biason shall be a member of more than one 
Lodge at the same time. 

Sia 5. Membership in a L<)dge can only be terminated— 

1st. By the dis^olution of the Lodge: 

2d. By the consolidation of the Lodge with another Lodge 
or other Lodges: 

3d. By voluntary withdrawal therefrom, after proper no- 
tice given: and 

4th. By death, suspension, or expulsion. 

Sbo. 6. A member of a Lodge, in good standing and whose 
dnes are paid, may withdraw therefrom at any time by giving 
notice of his intention so to do at a stated meeting, and he 
may receive a certificate of the fact of such withdrawal, in 
the form prescribed in Art. Ill, Part VII; but no recom- 
mendatory oertiticate shall be given him except by a vote of 
ft majority of the members of the Lodge then present. 

Sic. 7. AU Masons who were members in good standing of 
a Lodge at the date of the surrender of its charter, and whose 
daes shall have been paid, are entitled to &nd may receive 
from the Grand Secretary a certificate of that fact, which cer- 
tificate shall have the same effect as the regular recommenda- 
tory certificate of withdrawal issued by an existing Lodge.

No member of a l^ge shall be reijuired, reque^-^tc-d, 
or allowed to divulge hi.s vote ui>«in a balhtt for afTiIiation or 
for the degrees of Masonry, nor to assign reasons for kucIi 
vote, if it be known, except to the Master, for the puri>*>sf <if 
correcting a mistake. 

Sec. 3. No member of a Lodge, when present, f>ha1l be 
excused or {lermitted to refrain from voting uiion a ballot for 
affiliation c»r f<»r the degrees of Masonry. 

Sec. 4. No MaRon shall hold any Masonic intercmrse with 
an expelled or suspended Masun, with an illegal Lodge, with 
any person who has received degi'ees therein or is a member 
thereof, nor with any Mason not acknowledged as such by 
this Grand I>>dge. 

Sec. 5. For non-payment^ of his dues a member may be 
suspended fn>m all the rights and privileges of Masonry, in 
the manner provided in Sec 11, Art. Ill, Fart III; b'lt, in 
cnte of the death of a member while thua 8U»p-nded, if there 
be no other Masonic offense established again.st him, his 
Lodge may, in its discretion, bury him with the customary 
Masonic honors. 

Sec. 6. For any violation of the Ancient Landmarks of the 
Order, of the Con?»ti^ution or Regulations of the Grand Lod^'e, 
of the By-Laws of his Lodge, or of any portion of the Ma>«-»nic 
or moral law, a member, or any other Mason within the 
jurisdiction of a Lodge, may be reprimanded, suspend, d, or 
expelled, in the manner provided in Art. IV, Part VI.

ARTICIiE I. 

mCLATIVE TO THK GRAXO MASTER. 

Section 1. ChAtges may bo preferred against the Grand 
MaaUr for abuse of his power, violation of the Constitution or 
Begolattons of the Gi»nd Lodge, or other unmaaonic conduct, 
by any five Masters of Lodges; which charges shall be in 
writing over their signatures, and shall be presented to the last 
Past Grand Master of this Grand Lodge who may be within 
the Stat^ and who is a member of a Lodge within its juris- 
diction. 

Sec 2. Upon the presentation of such charges, it shall 
be the duty of such Past Grand Master to transmit a copy 
thereof to the accused, if within the SUte, at least thirty 
days, and if without the Sute, at least ninety days, befoi^ 
the time designated for the trial, together with a notification 
to attend at such time and place as he may therein name, 
which shall be one most convenient for the parties; and he 
shall also summons four or more other Past Grand Masters of 
this Sute, who shall be members of Lodges therein, t<j as- 
•emble with him at the time and place designated, and shall 
notify the accused thereof. 

Sec. 3. The tribunal thus assembled, or any of its mem- 
bers, shall have power to summon witnesses at the request of 
either party; it shall receive such testimony as in its judgment 
shall be proper, and shall determine finally upon the guilt or 
innocence of the accused; and the opinion of a majority of all 
ita members shall be the Judgment of the tribunal and shall 
be final 

SEa 4. The only penalty inflicted shall be deprivation of 
office; but, when thus deprived, the adjudged may be amena- 
ble to his Lodge upon a charge of unmasonic conduct 
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Sec. iK Tlie Grand Secretary shall attend at the trial to 
keep a recf*rd of tho pmcccttiingrf and of the judgment, whicli 
shall be filed in his office and shall bo presented at the next 
Annual Communication of tho Grand T»d^e. 

Sec. 6. The proceedings at such trial, not fully prescribed 
in this Article, shall, so far as may be applicable, be in con- 
formity with the provisions of Art. IV, of this Part. 

Sec. 7. All necessary traveling expenses of the memberK 
of such tribunal shall be paid by the Grand Lodge, in the 
tame manner as those of Grand Officers sttcnding its Com- 
munications. 

ARTICLE II. 

BELATIVE TO MASTEBS OP LODGES. 

Section 1. Charges may be preferred against Uie Ma.«ter 
of a Lodge for abuse of his ijower, violation of the Constitu- 
tion or Regulations, or unmasonic conduct of any kind, by 
any five Master Masons in good standing; which charges fihall 
be in writing over their signatures, and shall be presented to 
the Grand Lodge, if in session, or to the Grand Master during 
the vacation. 

Sec. 2. Upon the presentation of such charges, the Grand 
Lodge or the Grand Master, as tlie case may be, may at once 
appoint and summon not less than throe nor more than seven 
disinterested brethren, who shall be either Masters or Pa^t 
Masters, to assemble a.s Commissioners to hear and determine 
thereupon; and shall then summon the accused to appear and 
answer thereunto, at such time and place most convenient for 
the parties as shall be indicated in said summons; giving him, 
if within the jurisdiction of his Lodge, at least ten days— if 
without that jurisdiction and within the State, at least thirty 
days— and if without the State, at least ninety days— to 
answer thereunto; and transmittim? to him also a copy of the 
charges. 

Sec. S. The Commissioners, thus assembled, shall choose 
one of their number to preside; and they, or any of them, 
shall have power to summon witnesses at the request of either 
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party. The witnesses, if Masons, shall testify upon tlieir 
honor as such; if not, their dcpriKitions shall be taken in writ- 
log, before an officer legally authorized to administer oathH; 
and, in such case, the |>arty requiring such deixisitions shall 
notify the other of the time and place when and where they 
will be taken, that he may, if he choose, be pre<$ent thereat. 
Sbc. 4. The Commissioners may adjourn from time to 
time, at their own convenience or for good cause shown by 
either party; provided, that the period within which their 
duties shall be concluded shall not exc» ed ten days, unless, for 
sufficient rfasons, tlie Grand Master shall grant them further 
time. 

Sia 5. The opinion of a majority of all the Commissioners 
shall be deemed the judgment of the whole and shall be con- 
clusive, unless an appeal be Uken at the next Annual Com- 
mnnication of the Grand Lodge. 

Sac. 6. The penalties which may be inflicted by such 
Commissioners may be either deprivation of office, suspen- 
sion, or expulsion, as in their judgment shall be deemed 
proper. 

Sbc. 7. The proceedings at such trial, not in this Article 
fully prescribed, shall, so far as may be applicable, be in con- 
formity with the provisions of Art. IV, of this Part. 

Sw. & The Commidsioners shall keep a complete record 
of their proceedings and of their judgment, and shall transmit 
the same to the Grand Secretory at the cnndusioii of the trial; 
Mid the judgment shall at once be carried into effect by order 
of the Grand Master. 

SEa 9. An appeal to the Grand Lodge may be token nt its 
next Annual Communication, by either party, if notice thereof 
be given to the Grand Secretary within thirty days after the 
conclasion of the trial. 

ARTICLE IIL 

BELATIVE TO LODGES. 

Section 1 . When a controversy shall arise between Lodges, 
or between a Lodge and a member or members of another 
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I»dge, charges may h**. preferred by either party, if in f^tnA 
standing; which clfargf;s shall bo in writing and sliail be pre- 
sented U) the Grand Tjodge or Grand Master, as provided in 
Sec 1, Art II, of thin Part. 

Skc. 2. XJiton the presentation of such charges, n 't lr"<.s 
than five nor more than seven ComminHionerd shall be ap- 
pointed and summoned, as provided in Sec. 2, Art. II, of this 
Part, which Commissioners shall be Masters or Wardens, and 
shall be selected from at Ic^aat three different Lodges not in- 
terested in the controversy and most convenient to the 
parties; and the accused party shall be summoned, with such 
time to answer as i^rovidcd in the Section and Article last 
quoted. 

Skc. 3. The Commissioners shall have power to proceed, 
and shall keep a record of their proceedings and judf^ment, in 
the same manner as provided in Art. II, of this Part. The 
penalties which they may inflict may be any known to Ma- 
sonic usage; or, if the case be one not involving a violation of 
Masonic doty, the decision may be such special one as the 
circumstonoes shall, in their judgment, warrant. 

Seo. 4. An appeal may be taken by either |>arty to the 
Grand Lodge, as provided in Sec. 9, Art. II, of this I'art. 

ARTICLE IV. 

K2LATIVK TO MAJtOXS INDIVIDUALLY. 

Section L When any member of a Lodge, (except its 
Master or the Grand Master,) or any Mu5«m residing within 
ito jurisdiction, shall be accused of unmasonic ctmduct, char^^es 
to that effect may be preferred by any Mnv^ter MaMtm in giM>d 
stonding; which charges shall be in writing over hi;< si!;natnre, 
and shall be presented to the Master of the Lod^^e having 
Jurisdiction thereof. 

Sec. 2. Upon the ptesontatiou of such charges, if it bhall 
appear to the Master that the act or acts complained of therein 
constitute a Masonic offense, it shall be his duty, by due 
notification, to call a special meeting of his Lodjje as soon as 
practicable, and there cause to be elected, by baU«»t and by a 
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inajority of fchoso presont, not lests than sovon nor more than 
nine of \U members, who shall atisemble as Commissionent to 
hear and determine thereupon, at such time and place, con- 
veuient to the parties, as ho shall indicate; and he shall aUo 
eammon the accused to appear and answer thereunto at such 
time and place, and shall, at the same time, cause the Secre- 
tary to furnish him with a copy of the charges and to notify 
the accuser of the said time and place of trial. 

Sia S. If the accused be within tJie jurisdiction of the 
liodge, the summons and copy of the charges shall be issued 
at least ten days prior to the day appointed for the trial, and 
shall be served personally by the Tyler or some other member 
of the Lodge authorized by the Master for that purpose, or 
•hall be left at his ordinary residence or place of business. If 
he be without the said jurisdiction, but within the State, and 
his residence be known, they shall be issued at least thirty 
days before the day of trial, and shall be forwarded to his 
address by the Secretary, by .mail or other usual mode of con- 
▼^anoe, which shall be deemed suflScient service. If he be 
without the State, and his residence be known, they shall be 
iaraed at least ninety days before the trial, and shall be for- 
warded to his address by the Secretary, as before provided, 
which shall be sufficient service. If his address be unknown, 
the Master shall order the trial to proceed at once upon the 
teetimony, ex parte 

Sua 4. The Commissioners shall assemble at the time and 
place appointed and shall be presided over by the Master, 
who shall decide all questions of Masonic law which may 
•rise daring the trial, but shall have no vote in the final de- 
dslon of the case by the Commissioners; and the Secretary, 
or, in his absence, some other member of the Lodge appointed 
for the purpose by the Master, shall attend them to keep a 
fall and correct record of the proceedings and of the judg- 
ment, ander their supervision. 

Swj. 6. The Master shall, at the requeHt of either i>arty, 
mimmon such witnesses as are Masons, residing within the 
jorisdiction of his Lodge, to appear and testify before the 



Of)iiiinis.sion. Whenever the sttondaiicc of a witiic.-iH, who 'i< a 
Mason and who resides without the jurisdiction of the T^yj^e 
in which the trial is had, cannot be procured, his teHtimony 
may be taken before the Maxtor of the Lodge within who<»e 
jurisdiction he residcH, upon such notice to the adverse party 
M the Master of the Lodge in which the trial i>i to be had fhall 
fix, and Che attendance of such witness may be compelled by 
summons. His testimony shall be reduced to writintCt signed 
by him, and authenticated by the certificate of the Master 
before whom it is taken, under the seal of UU I^odgc. The 
testimony of witnesses who are not Masons shall be taken by 
deposition before some officer authorized, by the laws of the 
State wherein he resides, to administer oaths, and at ftich 
time and place and upon such notice to the adverse party a<f 
shall be designated by the Master, lipon the application of the 
party desiring the testimony; or such testimony may be taken 
before the Commissioners, the witnesnes having first been ptit 
under oath, or affirmation, by some officer authorized by the 
laws of this State to adnimistcr oaths. Whenever the testi- 
mony of a witness residing out of this State is desired, it shall 
be taken upon interrogatories, direct and cro^s, agreed uix.>n 
by the parties or settled by the Master. Witnesses who are 
l^Iasons in good standing shall testify upon their honor a.< 
each; and all others shall testify under oath or affirmation. 

Sec. 6. Any Master Mason in good standing may, at tl.e 
request of the accuser or accused, appear as his counsel and 
assist in the prosecution or defense. 

Sec. 7. The Commissioners may adjourn from time to 
time, at their own convenience or for sufficient cau<e shown 
by either party; provided^ that the period within which theJr 
duties shall be concluded shall not exceed ten days, unle-^s 
for good reasons shown, the Master shall grant them further 
time. 

Sec. 8. After all the testimony shall have been received, 
the Commisuoners shall proceed to deliberate upon their ver- 
dict and sentence, with none present save themselves, the 
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Matfter, and the Secretary, which last Hhall have iiu vuico in 
the proceedinpis. Tlie judgment of a majority of all the Cour- 
miwioDers shall be taken aa the decision of Uie whole; and, 
when the trial is concluded, tlie Secretary shall make a fair 
wpy of the record and finding, under their supervision, which 
•ball be sismed by the Conimissioners, attested by the Secre- 
tary, and presented to the Master, who, at the next meeting

Sia 9. The penalties which may be inflicted are reprimand 
in open Lodge, suspension, or expulsion. If the sentence be 
reprimand, the Master shall summon the adjudged to appear 
at the next stated meeting, when it shall be carried into effect 
in the presence only of members of the Lodge, unless, before 
the said meeting, legal notice shall have been given of an 
appeal to the Grand Lodge, in which case the sentence shall 
not be carried into effect until after a dedsion by that Grand 
Body aflBrming the judgment of the subordinate Lodge. If 
the sentence be suspension or expulsion, it shall at once go 
into effect, and the Secretary shall immediately notify the 
person anspended or expelled and the Grand Secretary thereof. 

Sio. 10. An appeal may be taken to the Grand Lodge by 
either party at its next succeeding Annual Communication, 
bat not unless a notice of such intended appeal shall be given 
to the Biaster, in writing, within thirty days after his an- 
mrancement of the result of the triaL In all appealed cases, 
and in all cases of expulsion or suspension, whether appealed 
or not, the Master shall cause the Sieoretary to prepare a 
transcript of the record of trial, and immediately transmit it 
to the Grand Secretary, together with information of the 
appeal intended, if any there be. 
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OF RfcTIKIONS, REVKRSALS, AND RESTOBATIOXS. 

SccTios? 1. AH transcripts of trial-recordit, required to be 
transmitted to the Grand Secretary, shall by liirn be for- 
warded to the Committee on Grievances, who shall examine 
them, with such additional evidence in writing, if any, aa may 
be presented, and shall report thereon at the next succeeding 
Annual Communication; and upon such report the Grand 
Lodge may affirm, modify, or reverse the judgment of the 
Lodge, or may make such other order relative thereto as shall 
be deemed proper. 

Sbc. 2l Whenever a judgment of suspension or expulsion 
shall be reversed and set aside by the Grand Lodge, the 
brother who had been suspended or expelled shall be at once 
again entitled to all his rights and privileges as a member of 
the Lodge. 

Sea 9L All sentences of suspension shall be for an indefi- 
nite period; and a Lodge may, at any stated meeting, by the 
votes of two^thirds of the members present, annul any such 
sentence of suspension pronounced by itself, and restore the 
Mason thus suspended to all his Masonic rights and privileges; 
provided^ that notice of a resolution for such restoration shall 
have been given at the stated meeting next preceding. And, ' 
in case of such restoration, the Secretary shall at once notify 
the restored party and the Grand Secretary thereof. 

Sec. 4. The Grand Lodge may, at any Annual Communi- 
cation, if good cause therefor be shown and proof be given of 
the notice hereinafter prescribed, rtttort to the rights and 
privileges of Masonry any Mason who has been suspended or 
expelled within its jurisdiction; but such restoration shall not 
restore him to membership in the Lodge by which he was 
suspended or expelled. 

8e& 5. Whenever any Mason, suspended for unmasonic 

conduct, desires to petition the Grand Lodge for restoration 

to the rights and privileges of Masonry, he shall first make 

appUcatkm for such restoration to the Lodge by which he was

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suspended, if it still be in existence. If his application be 
there refused, it may then be made tu the Grand Lodge; jMt>- 
widedf that notice, in writing, be given to the Ix>dge of such 
intended application, not less than forty days preceding the 
Annual Commnnication. 

Sbo. 6. Whenever any expelled Mason desires to petition 
the Grand Lodge for restoration to the rights and privileges 
of Masonry, he shall, in writing, notify the Lodge which 
expelled him, if it still be in existenc«% of his intention so to 
do^ at least sixty days before the Annual Communication at 
which bis petition is to be presented, accompanying said no- 
tice with a copy of such intended petition; and, before said 
petition shall be considered by the Grand Lodge, proof of tlie 
gliTing of said notice to the Lodge shall be fumbhed. 

Saa 7. Whenever any Lodge desires to petition the Grand 
Lodge for the restoration of an expelled Mason to the rights 
ftnd privileges of Masonry, the Master thereof shall give due 
Boiioe to all the members of his I^odge, so far as practicable, 
of each intended action and of the stated meeting at which it 
will be had; and at such meeting he shall cause to be recorded 
the fact that euch tiotioe was thus duly given. The votes of 
two-thirds of the members present shall be required to author- 
^ iie the presentation of such petition to the Grand Lodge. 

Sia 8L Non-affiliated Masons who, under the provisions 
of 8eo. 1, Art. 11, Part Y, are deemed to occupy the same 
porition as those suspended for non-payment of dues, and 
who desbe to restore themselves by affiliation, may do so 
upon payment of a sum equivalent to six months* dues of the 
Lodge to which they shall apply, in addition to the affiliation 
fee, if any, required by its by-laws. 

Saa 9. No suspension, expulsion, or restoration shall be 
published otherwise than is hereinbefore provided, except by 
authority of the Grand Lodge or by order of the Grand 
Biaater.

If ^« ▼ote in favor of such proposed amendment 
be less than that named in the preceding section, but there be 
a majority therefor, it shall lie over for one year, and shall be 
published with the proceedings, under the caption of Pro- 
posed Amendment to the Constitution; " and if. at the next 
rocceeding AnnuaT Communication, it shaU receive two-thirds 
of the votes given thereon, it shaU be declared adopted; and,

The juriadiction of a Lodge iocludea all its own memljerii, 
wherever residing, and all Masons residing nearer to its place 
of meoting than to that of any other Lodge within tbi^ State, 
except in towns or cities where more than one Lodge exists, 
Id which case each of such Xxxlges has separate jurisdiction 
over its own members, and concurrent jurisdiction over all 
Masnna, not members of one of such Lodges, who reside in 
•nch town or city, or nearer thereto than to any other place 
where a Lodge exists. 

Rbgulation.— By a regulation of the Grand Lodge is meant 
any resolution, edict, law, or ordinance of any kind whatever, 
other than the Constitution, which it may adopt 

SusPKXSiOK.— The suspension of a Lodge is an arrest of its 
charter and a temi>orary prohibition to assemble or work as a 
Ifigal Lodge, until again authorized so to do by competent 
anthoritT; and the act 8usx>ends all its members except those 
opectally exempted from its effect. 

The suspension of a Master of a Lodge is a temporary de- 
privation of his office, and prohibits all recognition of him in 
that capacity until he be restored by competent authority. 

The suspension of a Mason is a temporary deprivation of 
all his rights and privileges as such, and prohibits all Masons 
and Lodges from holding any Masonic intercourse with him 
until he shall be legally restored in the manner hereinbefore 
prescribed. 

BxPinjBiON.— The expulsion of a Mason is the highest 
penalty known to the Masonic law. It is an absolute depri- 
▼ation of all the rights and privileges of the Order, and pro- 
hibits all Masons and Lodges from holding any Masonic in- 
tercourse with htm forever, unless he be restored by the Grand 
I-odge. 

NOTIFIOATION.— A notification, or notice, is a call issued by 
the Seeretacj, by order of the Lodge or Master, or by other 
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eompeteot anihority an hereinbefore provided, to attend for 
aoroe specific purpose at the time and place therein indicated, 
or to perform aome specific duty therein set forth; and it is 
the duty of every Mason to comply with its direction if he 
can, without great inconvenience, do so. It shall be either 
written or printed, and shall, when practicable, be personally 
served upon the brother to be notified by a Tyler or some other 
MaaoD properly deputed for the purpose. If this cannot con- 
veniently be done, it shall be left at the residence or usual 
place of basiness of such brother, or, if such residence or 
place of business is distant or unknown, it may be placed 
in thA post-office, addressed to him at his last known place 
of fciidence; and this shall be deemed due and sufficietit 



SumnNm.— A summons is an imperative order, issued by 
tlie Master of a Lodge and attested by its Secretary, or by 
other competent authority as hereinbefore provided, to appear 
at such time and place as may therein be designated. The 
obligatiott to obey it is absolute and the penalty for disobe- 
dience shall be ezjiulsion, unless it shall be shown that such 
disobedience was unavoidable or was occasioned by some 
pressing necessity. 

• Statid MncnNO.— The stated meeting of a Lodge is the 
one only meeting in each lunar month at which business may 
be done, with the exceptions specified in Sec. 2, Art. II, Part 
JIL It shall be designated as such in the by laws of each 
Lodges and no adjourned or called meeting shall ever be con- 
ai de i ^ aa a part of such stated meeting.

All BSHAINING AITIER THE RKVI8IOK Or THE CONSTITU- 
TION, nr OCTOBER, 1883. 



1. Thi« Grand Lodge recojniizes no degree of Past Master 
oonferred by any authority not holden under a legitimate 
Grand Lodge— acknowledging only the OnUr of that name aa 
it exists in the ceremonies attending the installation of the 
Master elect o^ a chartered Lodge; which Order shall be con- 
ferred only by a convocation of Masters or Past Masters, not 
leas than three in number, who have thus regularly received 
*. (1855,1859.) 

2. All Masonic communication between the Lodges and 
Maaons of this jurisdiction and those acknowledging allegiance 
to the Grand Lodge of Hambuig. is hereby forbidden while 
that body shall continue its unlawful and reprehensible inva- 
aioo of the jurisdictional rights of the Grand Lodge of New 
York. (1855.1859.) 

S. Such standard of revenue shall be continued hereafter 
as win afford an annual excess over the current expenditures 
of at least one thousand dollars; which excess shall each year 
he aet aside as an accumulating fund, to be known as the 
''Besenre Pund," which shall be kept and increased for pur- 
poses of emergency, and shall only be drawn upon therefor. 
It shall be the duty of the Grand Treasurer to judiciously 
invest all moneys set aside for such fund, and aU moneys 
aocming from the Interest on such investments, and to report 
th« exact condition thereof to the Grand Lodge on the first 
d»y of each Annual Communication; and, for its safe keep- 
iOfC and pvoper disbursement he shall be responsible on his 
ofBisial bond.

San Francisco, June 15th, 1887. 

Wien this pamphlet was prepared, over twenty yeara ago, 
the nmt intention of the M'nter was simply to issue a sort t)f 
circular for the information of those br(>tnren who were de- 
sirous to establish new Lodges in their respective places of 
realdence, and thus, not only to spare himself much time and 
labor in responding bv letter to the numerous inauiries ad- 
dressed to him upon the subject, but to be enabled to Kive 
much mora fully the information sought. 

Bat, before that paper was completed, a ccmsiderable ex- 
perience in the examination of the Record-Books of Lodges 
noder Dispensation which came before the Grand Lodge- 
many of which were crudely prepared, rambling and irregular 
to manner, ungrammatical in language, and faulty in Masonic 
form— eu^g^ted the continuation oi the publication by the 
peaentation of a formula to serve as a guide to Secretaries of 
liodgea, especially of new ones, in the preoaration of their 
recoids; and thus, however hopeless the chirogiaphy might 
sometimes be, to secure more correctnesn in form, invite 
better English, and spare the committees of the Grand Lodge 
mnob irooble and vexation. The Committee on Charters, to 
whom the draught of JExample Lodge was referred, at the An- 
nual Communication in 1866, said of it in their rep irt:— 

•'It will not only subserve the primary object had in view 
when it was proposed— that of instructing new Lodges in a 
proper method of recording their proceedings, so that a com- 
plete history of such bodies may be intelligently exhibited— 
bat will be an excellent guide even to the older ones, as show- 
ing a concise and uniform, yet distinct and expressive manner 
of noting the manifold transactions of a Masonic Lodge." 

The old edition of the pamphlet being exhausted, and 
randry changes having occurred in the laws and usages of our 
Jnrisdiction since it was written, a new one is now oflfered— 
raneed, corrected, and somewhat enlarged— which it is hoped 
wiU meet with the approbation which greeted its predecessor. 
It IS not expected that there will or need be an exact follow- 
ing of the text presented, as it is proposed rather as a sugges- 
tion than a direction for the manner of recording the events 
oonneoted with the inception, establishment, proceedings, and 
eztmction of a Lodge. 

The work is doubtless incomplete, as many things occur in 
the Lodges which it has not been attempted to exemplify; 
bat it 18 hoped that the illustrations given will be sufficient to 
make it useful In any 6vent, it wUl have accomplished a 
portion of its original intent— that of diminishing to some 
extent the eputolary labors of —

When our preaent Constitutioii went into effect, in the year 
1809, it WM tboQght by the eommittee who prepared it, and 
bj the Grmnd Lodge which adopted it, that the proviaiona 
relative to trials for Mtaonio offenses, as set forth in Part VI 
of that instrument, and especially in Article IV, of that Part, 
were snffidently plain and explicit to ensure a proper manner 
of ooDdnf:ting and a correct method of recording the proceed- 
ings at such trials. 

Plain and explicit, however, as those provisions then ap- 
peared, and still seem to be, it u nevertheless the fact that a 
very laiKe number of the transcripts of trial-records which 
eome np to the Grand Lodge are deficient, imperfect, or in- 
eorreet in many respects, too numerous to be here set forth, as 
the object of this paper is to point out how such business 
tkotdd he transacted and recorded by the Lodges— not how it 
haa md heen dome, A brief examination of the reports of the 
Oommitteea on Grievances, during eight or ten years past, 
win abow how many cases have been remanded to the Lodges 
for new trials, with the reasons, as above mentioned, for such 
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Under these circumsUncea, to spnre the Grand Lodge and 
its committees much time and labor, and to aid the Lodjjea in 
the avoidance of the annoyance and loss of time consequent 
upon so many second trialu of the same cases, it was ordered, 
at a late Communication, that a committee be appointed to 
prepare a sugsrestive form for the guidance of the Ma.4ter8, 
Seoetaries, and Gommissioncm of Lodges in the proceedings 
incident to trials for unmasonic conduct, and in the records 
and transcripts of tlie records thereof. 

The committee named, in obedience to that order, have 
endeavored to perform the duty assigned them, and now pre- 
sent the following suggestions -for as suggestions only are 
they to be offered until approved by the Grand Lodge~for 
the oonsideraUon of the officers of Lodges within the juris- 
diction of the Grand Lodge of California, as a Form for the 
Beoords of Trials and of the Transcripts thereof. 



Here followed the original pamphlet entitled as above, 
which was printed and transmitted to all the Lodges of the 
Jurisdiction; and which, at the next succeeding Annual Com- 
munication of the Grand Lodge, in October, 1872, was ordered 
to be recommended thereto. 

The constant demand therefor having exhausted that edi- 
tion, it was reprinted in 1881; and now, for the same reason, 
it is again reprinted, with a few amendments made necessary 
hf some changes of, or addition^to, the ReguUtions of the 
Grand Lodge.

sons. Has such a deposit now been prepared ? " 

The Grand Treasurer lespouds: — 

" It has. Most Worshipful Grand Master, and the various 
articles of whicii it is comiMised ai-e safely enclosed within the 
casket now before you." 

"The Grand Master then says to tlic Grand Secretary:— 

" Brother Grand Secretary: You will read tlie record of the 
contents of the casket." 

Whereupon the Grand Secretary reacl.^ the contents of the 
box which is to bo deposited beneath the comer- stone. 
After tlie reading the Grand Master says:—

casket iu the cavity beneath the corner-stone; and may the 
Great Architect of tlio Univer.se, in Hi's wi<dom, grant that 
ages uix>n ages shall p.iss away ere it ajjaiu be seen of lut-n." 

The Grand Treasurer, assisted by one or more brct!>ren, 
then takes the casket and places it in the cavity in the low er 
stone.

The Principal Architect then distributes the Working Tools 
among the Grand Ofliccra-giviuj; the Trowel to the Grand 
Master, the Square to the Deputy Grand M^wtcr, the 1/cyel 
to the Senior Grand Warden, and the Plunjb to the Junior 

Grand Warden. 

Those ofliccrs then descend to the stone and place them- 
selves around it in the following order: The Grand Master 
at the East, the Deputy Grand Master at the North, the Sen- 
ior Grand Warden at the West, and the Junior Grand War- 
den at the South. 

The Grand Master, assisted by one or more of the work- 
men, ready for the purpose, spread the cement upon the lower 
•tone, and the;» he dii-ecU the stone tol)e lowered to its place. 
The stone should be sus|>ended from a derrick, and should be 
lowered at three seiwiratc intervals. At each stoppage of the 
stone, the brethren should give the Grand Honors. When 
the stone is properly adjusted the Grand Master should point 
the cement about its edges. He then addresses the Deputy 
Grand Master as follows:—

The Deputy Grand Master responds:—

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When the brethren are arranged, the choir siiipj the folltiw- 
ing stanzas, during which time tho Grand Marshal uncovers

The Grand Master then iwiirs the Wine upon the emblem,

The brethren reajxind as before, giving the grand lionors. 

Again all kneel, and the Grand Chaplain continuoa:—

duties. May hnMtcrly love, rrficf and trutJi always prevnil 
among the membci-s of this Lodge; may this bond of union 
continue to strengthen the Lodges throughout the world.

The members of the Grand Lod^e assemble in a convenient 
room near tlie place where the ceremony is to be performed, 
, and the Grand Lod^e is opened in proper form. 

The Grand Master then announces the object of the Com- 
munication, and directs the Grand Marshal to form a pro- 
desston. This is done in the .usual manner, except that an 
emblem representing a Lodge Is carried in the procession by 
four Past Ikfastcrs. A proper place for this would be imme- 
diately before the Grand Officers. 

The brethren then proceed to the Hall about to be dedi- 
cated; and upon the arrival of the front of the procession at 
the door, they halt, open to the right and left, and face in- 
ward, whilst the Grand Master, and others in succession, 
pass throu(rfa and enter. 

After entering, the procession marches three times around 
the hall, and until the Grand Master comes to the Ea^t, when 
it halts, and the Grand Master takes the chair. The emblem 
of a Lodge is placed in the center, and the brethren are 
seated by the Grand Master — the Grand Officers taking the 
places of the corresponding officers of the Lodge. 

During the march, as above, the following anthem is 
mng: —

The Grand Marshal slowly uncovers the emblem of the 
Lodge, and the Grand Master then calls up the brethren by 
striking the emblem thrice with his gavel, and pours the

The Public Grand Ilimors are thfin given once. The Grand 
Master beats the brethren, and the proceH«ion moves around

More ancient than the Golden Fleece or the Roman JCagle,— 
more honorable than the Star and Garter, or any Order tliat 
can bo ounfcrred upon the candidate at thitf or any future 
perio(l, by Kinp:, Prince, Potentate, or any other person, 
except he be a Mason; and which it is hoped he will wear 
with pleasare to himself and honor to the Fraternity. 



THK TWENTY-FOUR-INCH GAUGE 

Is an instrument made use of by operative Masons to meas- 
nre and lay out their work. But we, as Free and Accepted 
Masons, are taught to make use of it for the more noble and 
glorious purpose of dividinjir our time. It beinp: divided into 
twenty-four equal parts, is emblematic of the twenty-four 
hours of the day; which we are taught to divide in three 
ports, whereby we find a part for the service of God and a 
distressed worthy brother; a part for our usual vocations; and 
a part for refreshment and repose. • 

THE COMMON GAVEL. 

• 

Is an instrument used by operative Masons to break off the 
rouj^h and superfluous parts of stones, the better to fit them 
for the builder's use. But we, as Free and Accepted Masons, 
are taui^ht to make use of it for the more noble and glorious 
purpose of divesting our hearts and consciences of all the 
▼ices and superfluities of life, thereby fitting our minds as 
living stones for that spiritual building, that house not made 
with bandsy eternal in the heavens. 
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THE BADGE OF A MASON. 

The lamb, in all ajjcs, has been deemed an emblem of inn-) 
cence. He, thercfr)re, who Mxars the lamb-.-^kin as the l.a<l;rc 
of a Mason is continually reminded of that puiity of life and 
conduct so essentially necessary to liin paininj,' admission into 
the ccleiitial I^odge above, where the Supreme Architect of 
the Universe presides. 



In the third section we receive, instruction relative to tlie 
Form, Supports, Covering, Furniture, Ornaments, Liijht^, 
and Jewels of a Lodge, how it is situated, and tu whom (!>::ili- 
eated. ♦ 

A Lodge is a certain number of brethren duly assembled. 
with a Holy Bibk», a Square and Compass, and a Charter or 
Dispensation authorizing them to meet. 

A Charter is an instrument emanating from a Grand Lod^'e. 
and, in this jurisdiction, signed by the Grand Master and 
Grand Secretary, authorizing certain brethren therein named, 
when duly assembled, to Initiate, Pass, and Itai^e all good mm 
and true who may apply for the purpose and whom ihf-y niaj- 
find worthy. A Dispensation is a like ini*trumeiit, is^ued by 
the Grand Master during the recess of the Grand L'-flj^e, 
which, for a limited period, confers similar i)owcrs. ^Should .' 
you, being in a strange place and unknown, desire to visit a 
Lodge, it would be your duty to request of the committee 
sent to examine you, that they show you some such in>tru- 
menfc; if they do not, you will retire without permitting your- 
self to .be examined; for if they have it not, you mav well 
consider them to be an assemblage of irregular Ma>ona.^ 

Our ancient brethren assembled in the highest hills and in 
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the lowest vale^ the better to observe the approach of cowans 
and eavc;>'1rtip|)ers. • 

The font, of a Lodge is oblong. It extends from East to 
West and between the North and the South, and it is said U> 
be thus extensive to denote the universality of Masonry and 
to teach us that a Mason's charity shoold be equally extcn- 
«i»e, for in every country and in every clime are Masons to be 
found. 

A Lodge is metaphorically said to be supported by three 
great pillars denominated Wisdom, Strength, and Beauty; it 
being necessary that there should be wisdom to contrive, 
strength to support, and beauty to adurn all great and im- 
portant undertakings. These pillars are represented in the 
Lodge by the Worshipful Master, the Senior and Junior 
Wardens. 

The covering of a Lodge is no less than the clouded canopy 
or star decked heaven where all good Masons hope at last to 
^frrive by the aid of that theological ladder which Jacob, in 
his vision, saw, reaching from earth to heaven— the three 
principal rounds of which are denominated FaWt, Hope, and 
Charity t which admonish us to have faith in God, hope of im- 
mortality, and charity for all mankind. The greatest of these 
is Charity, for our Faith may be lost in sight, Hope ends in 
fruition, but Charity extends beyond the grave, through the 
boundless realms of eternity. 

Every well-governed Lodge is furnished with a Holy Bible, 
Square and Compass. 

The Holy Bible u dedicated to God, it being his inestimable 
gift to man as the rule and guide of his faith; « • • « • 
the Square to the Master, because it is the proper Masonic 
emblem of his office; and the Compass to the Craft, for, by 
doe attention to its use, we are taught to circumscribe our 
desires and keep our passions within due bounds toward all 
mankind. 

The ornaments of a Lodge are the Mosaic Pavement, the 
Indented Teasel, and the Blazing Star. The Mosaic Pave- 
ment is a representation of the ground floor of King Solo* 
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mon's Temple, and is emblematic of humnn life, checkered 
with good and evil. The Indented TeM^ol is a roprc^fontation 
of thebcaatiful tesselatcd border or skirtinpr which Hurroumled 
the pavement, and is emblematic of the manifold bloningif 
and comforts which surround us, and which wo hope to rnjoy 
by a faithful reliance upon Divine Providence, hierojlyphic- 
ally represented by the Blazinjj Star in the center. 

The Lights of a Lodge are tlirce, .situated in the East, 
West and South; as you may ob-^erve, there is none in the 
North, because King Solomon's TetopU% of which every Lod{?e 
is a representation, was situated so far north of the ecliptic 
that neither the sun nor moon, at meridian height, could dnrt 
its rays into the north part of the building. The North, 
therefore, among Masons, has always been termed a x>1ace uf 
darkness. 

The Jewels of a Lodge are six; three immovable and three 
movable. The Immovable Jewels are the Square, the Level, 
and the Plumb; and they are termed immovable because they 
are the jewels of the three principal officers of the Lod^'e, the 
Worshipful Master, the Senior and Junior Wardens, who are 
always stationed in the East, West, and South. The Square 
denotes morality, the Level equality, and the Plumb rectitude 
of life. 

The ^(ovable Jewels are the Hough xV^hlar, the Perfect 
Ashlar, and the Trestle-Boai-d. The Rough Ashlar U a stone 
as taken from the quarry in its rude and natural state. The 
Perfect Ashlar is a stone made ready by the hands of the 
workman, to be adjusted by the working-tools of the fellow- 
eraft. The Trestle-Board is for the master workman t<» dra\\; 
his designs upon. 

By the Rough Ashlar we are reminded of our rude and 
imperfect state by nature; by the Perfect Ashlar, of that state 
of perfection at which we hope to arrive by a virtuoua educa- 
tion, our own endeavors, and the blessing of God; and by the 
Trestle-Board we are reminded that, as the o|>erative work- 
man erects his temporal building agreeably . to the rules and 
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defcigiw laid down by the Master on his Trestle- Board, so 
should we, both o^ierativc and speculative, endeavor to erect 
our spiritual building a^rrccably to the niles and deuigns laid 
down by the Supreme Architect of the Universe, in the great 
book of nature and revelation, whicli is our spiritual, moral 
and Masonic Trestle- Board. 

Lodges are situated due East and West, because Moses, 
after having been in.strumental in conducting the children of 
Israel through the Red Sea, when jmrsucd by Pharaoh and 
bis hosts, by Divine command erected a tabernacle which he 
placed due Kast and West, to commemorate the miraculous 
east wind by which their -mighty deliverance was wrought. 
This tabemaele was an exact model for King Soloroon*s 
Temple, for which reason a^ Masonic Lodges are, or should 
be, situated due East and West. 

Lodges were anciently dedicated to King Solomon, as it is 
said that he was our first "Mo^t Excellent Grand Master. 
Ltfodges st the present time are dedicated to Saint John the 
Baptist and Saint John the Evangelist, who were two eminent 
patrons of Masonry; and since their time there is, or should 
be, represented in every wcll*furnished Lodge, a certain point 
within a circle, the point representing an individual brother, 
and the circle, tl^e boundary line of bis conduct, beyond which 
he should never suffer his p4as:iion8, bis prejudices,* or his in- 
terests to betray him. This circle is supported by two tx^rpen- 
dfcolar parallel lines, representing Saint John the Baptist 
and Saint John the Evangelist, and on its top rest the Holy 
Writings. In traversing its circumference we necessarily 
touch uiion the parallel lines, and also upon tho Holy Bible, 
and while a Mason keeps him.<*elf thus circumscribed, it is im* 
possible that he can materially err. 

The three principal tenet? of Masonry are Brotherly I^ve, 
Relief, and Truth. 

By the exercise of Brotherly Love we are taught to regard 
the whole human si>ecie8 as.ono family— the high and tho low, 
the rich and the poor—who, as created by one Almighty 
parent, and inhabitants of the same planet, are to aid, bup- 
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port and protect i-ach oth^'r. On this principle; Musonry uiiiti s 
men of every country, sect and «piniou ; and cau^.-^ tri;»* 
friendship to exist among those who mio'ht oUierwi-** Ii.ivh re 
mained at a |>erpctual di.staiice. 

RKLIEr. 

To relieve the distressed is a duty incumb<*nt on all uutj, 
but particularly on Ma«ons, who are linked to;;etber bynii in- 
dissoluble chain of sincere affpction. To soothe the unhap]»y, 
to sympathize with their misfortunes, to can passionate* tli^ir 
miseries, and to restore peace to their troubled mind.s, is tho 
great aim we have in view. On this basis we form our frir-nd- 
ships and establish our connections. 

TRUTH. 

Truth is a divine attribute, and the foundation of every 
▼irtue. To be good and true is the first Icssdn wu ore tati ..'fit 
in Masonry. On this theme we contemplate, and by its <lic- 
tates endeavor to regidate our conduct. Hcmcp, while in- 
fluenced by this principle, hypocrisy and dectit are unkuoun 
among us, sincerity and plain dealing distingut'^h us, and, 
with heart and tongue, we join in promoting each oth»^i-'s 
welfare, and rejoicing in each othcr*s prc^^x^rity.

rOBTITUDB 

' Is that noble and steady purpose of the mind, whereby we 
are enabled to undeif^ any pain, peril or danger, when pru- 
deotially deemed expedient. This virtue Is equally distant 
from rashness and cowardice; and, like the former virtue, 
shonld be deeply impressed upon the mind of every Mason, as 
a safeiniard or security against any illegal attack which may 
be made, by force or otherwise, to extort from him any of 
those valuable secrets with which he has been so solemnly 
entrusted, and which was emblematically represented upon

' PRUDKNGK 

Teaches us to regulate our lives and actions agreeably to 
the dictates of reason, and is that habit by which we wisely 
judge, and prudentially determine on all things relative to 
our pcesentj'as well as to our future, happiness. This virtue 
should be the peculiar characteristic of every Mason, not only 
for the f^overnmcnt of hU conduct while in the Ijodge, but 
alf o when abroad in the^ world. He should be particularly 
careful, in all strange and mixed companies, never to let fall 
the least sign, token, or word, whereby the secrets of Free- 
masonry might be unlawfully obtained. ••••*•* 



JUBTICR 

Is that standard or boundary of right which enablos us to 
render unto every man his just due, without distinction. This 
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Virtue is not only con sisttmt with divine and human law?), but 
is the very cement and support of civil society; and, as jnstico 
in a great measure constitutes the really good uian, so should 
it be the invariable practice of every Mason never to deviate

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CHARGE. 

Mr Brother:— Having passed through the ceremonies of 
your initiation, allow me to congratulate you on your admis- 
sion into our ancient and honorable Fraternity. Ancient, as 
having existed from time immemorial, and honorable, as 
tending to make all men so who are strictly obedient to its 
precepts. It is an institution having for its foundation the 
practice of the social and moral virtues; and, to so hi&:h an 
eminence has its credit been advanced, that, in every age and 
country, men pro-eminent for their moral and intellectual 
attainments have encouraged and promoted its interest. Nor 
has it been thought derogatory to their dignity that monarclis 
have, for a season, exchanged the sceptre for the trowel, to 
patronize our mysteries, and join in our assemblies. 

At a Mason, you are to regard the volume of the Sacred 
Law as the great light in your profession; to consider it as 
the unerring standard of triith and justice; and to regulate 
your actions by the divine precepts it contains. In it you will 
learn the important duties which you one to God, your neigh* 
bor, and yourself. To God^ by never mentioning his name, but 
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with that awe and reverence whicli arc due from the creature 
to hi8 Creator; by imploring his aid on all your lawful under- 
takings, and by looking up to him, in every emergnncy, for 
comfort and sup^Mrt. To your neigltbor, by acting with him 
upon the Square; by rendering him every kind office which 
justice or mercy may require; by relieving bis distrenses, and 
soothing his afHictionsi; and by doing to him an, in similar 
cases, you would that he should do unto you.

• By Operative Masonry, we allude to a proiier application of 
the useful rules of architecture, whence a structure will deprive 
figure, strength, and beauty, and from which will result a due 
proportion and just correspondence in all its parts. It fur* 
nishcs us with dwellings, and convenient shelters from the 
vicissitudes and inclemencies of the seasons; *and while it di»- 
plays the effects of human wisdom, as well in the choice as in 
the arrangement of the sundry materials of which an edifice 
is composed, it demonstrates that a fund of science and in- 
dustry is implanted in man, for the best, most salutary and 
beneficent purposes. 



SPECULATIVE MASONRY. 

By Speculative Masonry, we learn, to subdue the passions, 
act upon the Square, keep a tongue of good report, maintain 
secrecy, and practice charity. It is so far interwoven with 
religion as to lay us under obligations to pay that rational 
homage to the Deity which at once constitutes our duty and 
our happiness. It leads* the contemplative Mason to view 
vrith reverence and admiration the glorious works of the crea- 
tion, and inspires him with the most exalted ideas of the per- 
fections of his divine Creator.

The five Orders are thuii clashed: the Tuscan, Doric, Ionic, 
Corinthian, and Composite. 

OP THE INVKXTION OP ORDER IK ARCHITECTURE. 

The ancient and orifiinal orders of architecture, otectned 
by Masons, are no more than three— the Durie^ Jonic antl 
CoinntAiaa— which were invented by the Greeks. To these 
the'Uonuins addi*d two: the Tuscan, which they made pl.tiner 
than the Doric, and the Comix>i»ite, which wai more orna- 
mental, if not m<«re beautiful, than the Corinthian. The fir.tt 
three orders alone, however, show invention and particular 
character, and es^scntially differ from each other ; the twu 
others having nothing but what is borrowed, and difTerin^ 
only accidentally. The Tuscan is the Doric in itt earlirst 
state, and the Composite is the Corinthian enriched with the 
Ionic To the Greeks, therefore, and not to the Komaiis we 
are hidebted for what is great, judicious, and distinct in 
architecture. 



ORDER IN ARCHITECTURE. 

9f order in architecture, is meant a system of all the mem- 
proportioos, and ornaments of columns and pilasters; 
or, it is a regnlar arrangement of the projecting parts of a 
banding, which, united with those of a column, form a beau- 
tiful, perfect, and complete whole. 

OF ITS AMTIQUITT. 

From the first formation of society, order in architecture 
■sAj be traced. When the rigor of seasons first obliged men 
to ooBtrive shelter from the inclemency of the weather, we 
Icoim that they first phinted trees on ends, and then laid 
to support a covering. The bands which con-

ADVANTAORS OF GBOMCTBT. 

By this science the architect is enabled to construct his 
plans and execute his designs; the general, to arrange his 
toldiers; the engineer, to mark out grounds for encampments; 
the geographer to give us the dimensions of the world and all 
things tbeiein contained, to delineate the extent of seas, and 
to specify the divisions of empires, kingdoms, and provinces. 
By it, also, the astronomer is enabled to make his observa- 
tions and to fix the duration of times and seasons, years and 
cycles. In fine. Geometry is the foundation of architecture 
and the root of the mathematics. 



MORAL ADVANTAGES Ot OBOMRTBT. 

Geometry, the first and noblest of sciences, is the basis on 
which the superstructure of Freemasonry is erected. By 
Geometry, we may curiously trace nature, through her vari- 
ous windings, to her most concealed recesses. By it, we dis- 
cover the power, wisdom, and goodness of the Great Artificer 
of the Universe, and view with delight the proportions which 
connect this vast machine. By it, we discover how the plan- 
ets move in their respective orbits, and demonstrate their 
various revolutions. By it, we account for the return of sea- 
sons, and the variety of scenes which each season displays to 
the discerning eye. Numberless worlds are around uh, all 
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framed by the same Divine Artist, which roll throu(;h the 
vast expanse, and aro all conducted by tlic liaine unerring Uw 
of n a turn. 

A survey of nature, and the observation of )if>r beautiful 
proportions, first determined man to imitate the Divine plan, 
and study symmetry and order. This gave rise to 8^>cietifs 
and birth to every useful art. The Architect brgan t«> de- 
sign; and the plans which he laid down, being inif^roved by 
time and experience, have produced works which are the ad- 
miration of every age. 

The lapse of time, the ruthless hand of ignorance, and the 
devastations of war, have laid waste and destroyed many val- 
uable monuments of antiquity, on wdich the utmo.Ht exertions 
of human genius were employed. Even the Temple of Solo- 
mon, so spacious and magnificent, and constnicted by so 
muny celebrated artists, escaped not the unsparing ravages of 
barbarous force. Freemasonry, notwithstanding, has still 
survived. The oiUniivt ear receives the sound from the in- 
kiructire tongue, and the mysteries of Masonry are safely 
lodged in the repository ol faithful brai$t$. Tools and iniple- 
faients of architecture, most expresive, are selected by the 
Fraternity to imprint on the memory wise and herious truths; 
and thus, through a succession of ages, are transmitted uuim« 
paired the most excellent tenets of our Institution. 



CHARGE. 

Mv Bbother:— Being advanced to the second degree of 
Freemasonry, I congratulate you on your preferment. 

Masonry is a progieasive moral science, divided into differ- 
ent degrees; and as its principles and mystic ceremonies are 
regularly developed and illustrated, it is intended and lio^^d 
that they will make a deep and lasting impre.-«siun upon your 
mind. . 

It is unnecessary to recapitulate the duties which, as a Fel- 
low Craft, you are bound to discbarge. Your general good 
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rcpotation affords satisfactory assurance that yoa will not- 
tfuffer any consideration to induce you to act in a manner 
unwortby of the respectable character which you now sus- 
tain; but that, on the contrary, you will ever display the 
discretion, the virtue and the dignity which become a worthy 
and exemplary Mation.

The impressive ceremonies of this degree are calculated to 
inculcate upon the mind of the novitiate the importance of 
the Btudy of the liberal arts and sciences, esi>ecially of the 
noble science of Geometry, which forms the basis of Free- 
masonry; and which, being of a divine and moral nature, is 
'enricfaed ^inth the most useful knowledge: for, while it proves 
the wonderful properties of nature, it demonstrates the more 
important truths of morality. To the study of Geometry, 
therefore, your attention is especially directed. 

Your past regular deportment and upright conduct have 
merited the honor which we have conferred. In your present 
character, it is expected that, at all our assemblies, you will 
observe the solemnities of our ceremonies, that you will pre- 
serve the ancient usages and customs of the Fraternity sacred 
and inviolable, and thus, by your example, induce others to 
hold them in due veneration. 

Such is the nature of your engagements as a Fellow Craft, 
and to A due observance of them you are bound by the strong- 
est ties of 6delity and honor.

We read in the Holy Writings that it was decreed in the 
wisdom and Counsels of Deity aforetime, that a house should 
be built, erected to God, and dedicated to hi.s holy naiue.

In hU reciprocations with 
Hiram, pt Tyre, King Solomon desired him to furnish a man 
veil skilled in the arts and science-s and his attention was

Hie third section illustrates certain hieroglyphical eirfblems 
well calculated to increase knowledge and promote virtue. 
In it, also, many particulars relative to the building of King 
Solomon's Temple are noticed. That famous fabric, as I be« 
fore informed you, was ommenced in the fourth year of the 
reign of Solomon, on the second day of the month Zif, being 
the second month of the sacred year. It was located on 
Moont Moriab, near the place where Abraham was about to 
offer up his son Isaac, and where David met and appeased 
the destroying angel. It was supported by fourteen hundred 
and fifty-three columns, and two thousand nine hundred and 
■tz pil&aterd, all hewn from the finest Parian marble. There 
were employed in its erection three Grand Masters, three 
thousand three hundred Masters or Overseers of the work, 
eighty thousand Fellow Crafts or hewers on the mountains 
and in the quarries, and seventy thousand Entered Appren- 
tices or bearers of burdens; and these were all so classed and 
arranged by the wisdom of Solomon that neither envy, dis- 
cord, nor confusion was sufiTered to interrui)t or disturb the 
peace and good fellowship which prevailed among the work- 
ers; • • ♦ • and as a striking evidence of the 
approbation and interposition of Divine Providence, we are 
informed by the great Jewish • historian Joseph us that, all 
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though more than seven yearn were occupiiH] in its buildint;, 
yet during the whole term it did not rain in the day time, but 
in the night season only, that the workmen mi;;ht nut l>o ob- 
structed in their labors. From sacred hintory wc also loam 
that there was not heard the sound of uxe, hammer, r«r any 
tool of iron in the house while it was building, it having bren 
put together in the manner dfscribed to you in a preceding 
degree.

AV hrethrmt in attendance at a funeral should he decently 
ehlked inhlaek, toUh whUe gloves and aprons, crape upon tfie 
1^ arm, and the customary evergreen. 

Jhe brethren having assembled at (he Lodge-room, the Mas- 
ter opens the Lodge in the third degree qf Masonry, and Males 
the purpose for which it has been convewifl. 

The service is then oommrnced as follows: — 

Master. What man is he that liveth and shall not see 
death ? Shall he delivor his soul from the hand of the grave? 

Betponse. Man walketh in a rain shadow; he heapeth up 
riches and cannot tell who shall gather them. 

Master. When he dieth he shall carry nothing away; his 
glory shall not descend after him. 

Response. Naked came he into the world, and naked must 
be return.

Jin anthem, or oUier solemn music, slkould here he intro-

May 
the present instance of mortality remind us of our approach* 
Ing fate, and draw our attention towards Thee, the only refuge 
in time of need; so that, when the awful m(»ment shall arrive 
at which we, too, must quit this transitory scene, the enliven- 
ing prospect of Thy mercy may dispel the gloom of death; 
and, after our departure hence in peace and in Thy favor, we 
may be received into Thy everlasting kingdom, to enjuy the 
just reward of a virtuous atod well-spent life !

Once more, my brethren, have we assembled to perform the 
last sad and solemn duties to the dead. The mournful notes 
which betoken the departure of a spirit from its earthly tab- 
ernacle have again alarmed our outer door, and another has 






been taken to swell the numbers in that unknown Litid 
whither our fathers have gone before xm. 

Our Brother has reached the end of life. The brittle threafi 
which bound him to earth has been severed, and the liberated 
spirit has winged its flight to the unknown world. The silver 
cord is loosed; the golden bowl is broken; the pitcher id 
broken at the fountain; and the wheel is broken at the cis- 
tern. The dust has returned to the earth as it was; and the 
spirit Las returned to God who gave it. 

While we deplore the loss of our beloved brother, and pay 
this fraternal tribute to his memory, let us not forget, my 
brethren, that we, too, are mortal; that our bodies, now so 
strong and vigorous, must ere long, like his, become tenants 
of the narrow grave; and that our si)irit^, too, like his, mu^t 
return to the God that spake them into existence. " Man 
that is bom of a woman is of few days, and full of trouble. 
He Cometh forth as a flower, and is cut down; he fleeth also 
as a shadow, and continueth not.*' The Almighty Hat has 
gone forth — " Dust thou art, and unto dust shalt thou return;" 
and that we are all subject to the dread decree, the solemn 
cause of our present meeting, the daily obfervation of our 
lives, and the mournful mounds which indicate this popula- 
tion of the dead, furnish evidence not to be forgotten. 

Seeing, then, my brethren, that life is so uncertain, and 
that all earthly pursuits are vain, let us no longer postpone 
the all-important concern of preparing for eternity; but let 
us embrace the present moment, while time and opportunity 
are offered, to provide against that great change when all the 
pomps and pleasures of this fleeting world will paU upon the 
sense, and the recollections of a virtuous and well-8i>ent life 
will yield the only comfort and consolation. Thus we shall 
not, unprepared, be hurried into the presence of that all-wL»e 
and powerful Judge, to whom the secrets of all hearts are 
known; and on the great day of reckoning we shall be ready 
to give' a good account of our stewardship while here on 
earth. 
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With bocoming rovercnce, then, let U8 supplicate the Divine 
Grace to insare the favor of that Eternal Being whose good- 
ness and power know no bounds; that, on the arrivM of the 
momeotoQs hour when the fading tai>er of human life shall 
faintly glimmer in the socket of existence, our Faith may re- 
move the dark shroud, draw aside the sable curtain of the 
tomb, and bid Hope sustain and cheer the departing spirit. 

This city of the dead, my brethren, has an overwhelming 
emphasis in its solemn silence. It tells us of the gathering, 
within its embrace, of the jiarents' fondest hopes; of the dis- 
■eTerance of all earthly ties to the departed ones who gave U8 
birth; of the darkness into which the bright prosjiects of the 
loving husband and the devoted wife have suddenly been en- 
gulfed; of the unavailing grief of the affectionate brother 
and tender sister; of the dread sleep of death which here 
envdops the subjects of many an early, many an instan- 
taneous call into eternity, given in the midst of health, of 
icayety and of brightest hopes. 

And our departed brother, where is he? All that remains 
of him here on earth is now enclosed in that narrow coffin, a 
lifeless mass of clay. The deep, the agonizing sorrow of those 
to whom he was most near and dear— the scalding tears which 
have been shed upon bis last earthly tenement— the manly 
and fmtemal grief of his brethren of the Mystic tie— are all 
by him unheeded. His every faculty has fled; the purple 
current which sustained his life has ceased to flow; the 
tongue, which was wont to give utterance to the emotions 
and feelings of the heart, performs no more its functions; the 
eyes, which so late reflected the movements of the Intelligent 
principle within, are now dosed in death;— unfitted to remain 
longer upon earth, we lay him reverently beneath its surface. 
A little, narrow spot is all that he now can fill; the clod will 
bide him from our view; and the places which have known 
faim here will know him no more forever. 

We consign him to the grave— to the long sleep of- death; 
end so profonnd will be that sleep that the giant tread of the 
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earthquake, even, shall not disturb it. There will lie slumU'r 
until the Arch-Ani;erH trump shall usher in th.^t eventful 
morn, when, by our Supreme Grand Master's word, he will 
bo raised to that blissful Lodge which no time shall close, and 
which, to those worthy of admission, will remain open during; 
the boundless ages of eternity. In that Heavenly 8.inctaary, 
the Mystic Light, unmingled with darkness, will rei^^n un* 
broken and per|jetual. There, amid the sunbeam smiles of 
Immutable Love, under the benignant bend of the All-seeing 
Eye, in that Temple, not made with hands, eternal in the 
heavens, — there, mv brethren, may Almighty God, of His 
infinite mercy, grant that we may finally meet, to part no 
more.

The apron is then taken from the coffin and handed to the 
Master; the coffin is deposited in (he grave (jor conveyed iulo 
the vault); and the Master continues : 

This lamb-skin, or white apron, is an emblem of innocence, 
and the peculiar badge of a Mason. It is more ancient than 
the Golden Fleece or Roman Eagle, and, when worthily worn, 
more honorable than Star or Garter, or any other Order 
which earthly power can confer. This emblem I now deposit

in the grave of our deccascnl brother. {Drops it upon (/tc co£lin, ) 
By this act we are reminded of the universal dominion of 
Lhsatb. The arm of Friendship cannot oppose the King of 
TezTon; the shield of Fraternal Ix>ve cannot protect his 
▼ictim ; nor can tlie charms of Innocence avert his fatal 
touch. All, all must die. This grave, that coffin, and this 
ciicle of mourning friends, remind lis that we, too, aro 
mortal, and that ore lon^ our bodies, also, shall moulder into 
dust. How important then it is for us to know that our Ke- 
dcemer liveth, and that he shall stand at the latter day upon 
tiieearth! 

{Taking (he sprig qf Aeaeia in his Jumd, he eoniinves): 
This Eve rg reen, which once marked the temporary resting 
place of one illustrious in Masonic history, is an emblem of 
cnir enduring faith in the immortality of the soul. By it we 
ftra reminded that wo have an imperishable part within us, 
which shall survive the grave, and which will never, never 
die. By it we are admonished that, though like our brother, 
wImmo remains now lie before us, we too shall soon be clothed 
In the habiliments of death, and be deposited in the silent 
tomb; yet, through the loving goodness of our Supreme 
Chand Master, we may confidently hope that, like this ever- 
'green, our souls will hereafter flourish in eternal spring.

From time immemorial it has been tlie custom among the 
Fraternity of Free and Accepted Masons, at the request of a 
brother, to accompany his remains to the place of interment, . 
and there to deposit them with the solemn formalities of the 
CimfL 
In conformity to this usage, and in accordance with the 
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duty which wo owe to our departed brother, whose lo.'tH we 
now most deeply do deplore, we have assembled in the 
character of Masons to offer' up to hia memory, before the 
world, the last sad tribute of our affection; thereby demon* 
Htrating the sincerity of our past e.steem for him, and our 
Kteady attachment to the principlett of rtur beloved Order. 

The Great Creator having been pleaded, in His infinite 
wisdom, to remove our brother from the cares and troubles of 
this transitory life, thus severing another link in the fraternal 
chain by which we aro bound together— let us, who survive 
him, be yet more strongly cemented by the tics of brotherly 
love; that, during the brief space allotted to us here, we may 
wisely and usefully employ our time, and, in the recipnical 
intercourse of kind and friendly acts, mutually promote the 
welfare and happiness of each other. 

XJnto the grave we have consigned the body of our de- 
ceased brother— earth to earth, ashes to ashes, dust to dust- 
there to remaiu until the last trump shall sound on the resur- 
rection mom. We can trustingly leave him in the hands of 
a beneficent Being who has done all things well; who is 
glorious in His Holiness, wondrous in His Power, and bound- 
less in His Goodness; and it should only be our endeavor so 
to improve the solemn warning now before us, that, on the 
great day of account, we too may be found worthy to inherit 
the kingdom prepared for us from the foundation of the 
world. 

To the bereaved relatives of him we mourn, who now stand 
heart-stricken by the heavy hand which has thus been laid 
upon them, we have but little of this world's consolation to 
present. We deeply, sincerely, and most affectionately sym- 
pathize with them in this afflicting dispensation; and we put 
np our most fervent prayers that "He who tempers the wind 
to the shorn lamb'* will look down with compassion uix>n the 
widow and the fatherless, in this, their hour of desolation, 
and will fold the benevolent arms of His love and protection 
around those who are thus bereft of their earthly stay. 
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The hiaatcr or Ohaptain^ if one he presetUt toiU then repeal 
tkefoUoteing prayer: — 

Almighty and Eterual God— in whom wc live, and move, 
and have our beinf?— and before whom all men must appear

Let us continu- 
ally be reminded of the frail tenure by which we hold onr 
earthly existence; that in the midst of life we are in death; 
and that, however upright may hnye been our walk, and how- 
ever aquart our conduct, we must all submit as victims to the 
. great destroyer, and endure the bumbling levd of the tomb. 
Grmnt n« Thy divine assiittance, O most merciful G<xl, to re- 
deem our misspent time; and, in the discharge of the im- 
portant duties which Thou hast, assigned us in the erection of 
our moral edtflce, give unto us wiedom to direct us, elrtngth 
to support us, and the beavtp of holiness to adorn our labors 
and render them acceptable in Thy sight. And, when our 
work on earth is done, and our bodies shall go down to mingle 
with their kindred dust, may our immortal souls freed from 
their cumbrous clay, be received into Thy keeping, to rest 
forever in that spiritual house, not made with bands, eternal 
in the Heavens. Amen !

Ssa 304. A Masonic Lodge is established for certain pur- 
poses of charity and society, and gathers its funds for the 
promotion of those purposes.

It 
holds ita funds in trust for those purposes, and none otker^ and 
whenever it uses them, or allows them to be used for any 
other, it becomes false to its trust, and should be held to strict 
account. It is humiliating to know, and, knowing, to confess, 
that there could be found a majority in any Lodge in this 
State with so little appreciation of the spirit and objects of 
Masonry, and with so little regard for the welfare and good 
name of their Lodge, as to consent to divert its funds from 
their legitimate uses and employ them for their private amuse- 
ments and gratifications. It is well enough, if the members 
of a Lodge choose to give dinners or collations to their newly 
matalled qfficers, and can aflTord to pay for them, that they

It is true the law declares that he thaUhetuipendtd if no cause 
is shown why he should not be, after he has been notified, btit 
it is so declared on the presumption that some member of the 
Lodge will know the circumstances of the delinquent, and 
will show cause for him if he cannot do so for himself. The 
Lodge, before allowing any one of its members to be declared 
•napended for non-payment of dues, should be certain of three 
things:— 

lat That he has been in fact notified, otherwise he cannot, 
or should n^ be so declared; 

Sd. That if notified otherwise than by service of notice by 
the Tyler or other person properly deputed for that duty, he 
bas had a reasonable time within which to show cause why ho 
should not be suspended; and ^ 

8d. That he has the ability to pay, and that his neglect is 
wiUfol, or, at least, culpable, for otherwise he ought not to be 
•Qspended. Vol. X, p. 182. 

Sn. 306. Formerly all charges for Masonic offenses were 
triad only in the General Assemblies of Masons, but upon tne 
ocganiiation of Grand Lodges the jurisdiction devolved upon 
them. For convenience this Grand Lodge has delegated to 
its sobordinates power to try offenses; and, in the ^xercise of 
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this power, the subordinates and the Cominissioners they 
select, act, not from any inherent power, but for and on be- 
half of the Grand Lodge, which retains complete control and 
supervision over all the proceedings. This delegation of 
power to the subordinates is not exclusive, for the Grand 
Lodge cannot divest itself of this, one of its fundamental 
rights, but retains the power to try and punish offenders by 
the action of its own body. VoL XI, p. 199. 

Sea 807. It is singular that, when the Grand Lodge has 
so repeatedly decided that habitual intemperance is a ^lasonic 
offense, we should be so frequently compelled to review cases 
in which the only ground of appeal is that an habitual drunk- 
ard is not Mnenable to Masonic law.

Ssa 308. The accused was chaiged, in substance, with 
defrauding a brother Master Mason. The testimony showed 
that the accnsed bought a bill of lumber, eta, from a firm of 
which the brother was a member, amounting to $1,027; that 
this material was used in the erection of a dwelling; that the 
accused employed counsel to prevent the collection of the debt, 
and finally sold the house for $3,600, but did not pay the first 
dollar of the bill for the lumber. No excuse whatever is shown 
for not paying the debt out of the proceeds of the sale of the 
house, and your committee believing that the facts proven es- 
tablished a case of willful and deliberate fraud, cannot see that 
the Commissioners erred. Had the sentence been expulsion 
they would not have interfered with it. VoL XI, p. 200. 

* Sia 309. An objection is made by the accused to the speci- 
fications upon which he was convicted, on the ground that it 
was not sufficiently specific; but all that part of the specifi- 
cation in which the iniufficiency was alleged to exist can be 
stricken out, and yet leave a good and valid specification of 
fraud. Mere technical objections cannot avail here. The 
object of the Fraternity is to do strict justice, and when that 
has been done, without the infringement of any of the rights 
of the accused, technicalities cannot stay the judgment.

It appears frooi the transcript that, bn the trial, 
the accuser gave notice to the CoromiHHioneni that the Master 
had sent for the det>ositiun of a witness to be used un the trial, 
but the Commissioners determined to proceed without the 
depontion>-which they did— the trial being concluded vn the 
day appointed by the Master for the 6nt meeting of the Com- 
mission.

Ski. 81S. To reject a given applicant, whoever he may be, 
k the sacred right of any member of a Lodge. No one may 
- demand, nor is he at liberty to disclose, his reasons. He is ' 
the tola Judge thereof. They may well be of too delicate a 
diaraeter to be disclosed. He must settle the question of 
tiieir sDlBciency with his own conscience and manly sense of 
right and wrong, and bis decision must be a finality. If in- 
deed some factious brother is found habitually rejecting all 
•pplicaata in utter disregard of their worth or character, and 
for the mere sake of rejecting them---or through malice or 
prejudioe, or some nnfonnded ill-feeling toward the Lodge or

the person of the applicant — or for reasons of class or religion, 
or politics— or from any nnmasonic or unworthy motive, 
openly and avowedly declared— such brother would himself 
be a proper subject for discipline, and ought to be speedily 
and remorselessly cast out; for these are or may be conditions 
which would render the casting of a black ball a Masonic 
offense. The existence of such conditions must not be a«- 
fiiMAl. A belief of them is to be accepted only on indubitable 
evidence. YoL XI, p. 209. 

Skj. 816. The right to refuse a recommendatory certiBcate 
is somewhat analogous to the right to reject an applicant. No 
member can be required to disclose his reasons for his vote on 
such a question. It may well happen that he who asks for a 
dimit may be of such a character that the brethren do no^ 
chooM to recommend him to the Masonic world, and yet his 
conduct in no particular be so flagrantly wrong that charges 
could be maintained against him. But this right of negative 
Tote is susceptible of abuse. Every Mason has a right to elect 
his Masonic home. If a member desiring to withdraw should 
ask a recommendatory certificate, no one has a right to in- 
quire «0Ay he asks it. That is his personal matter. Unless 
there is tome eaute for not recommending him, such certificate 
should be granted.

If, however, a member 
should vote in the negative, and at the same time openly avow 
that there was no reason for it, or in a spirit of retaliation for 
some fancied wrong, or to hamper or embarrass the action of 
the Lodge and interrupt its harmony, should avow reasons 
utterly unmasonic, and resting only on personal ill-will, preju- 
dice, or malice, such member himself would be a proper sub> 
ject for charges and punishment. YoL XI, p. 209. 

Bwo, 317. The will of the majority is the law of a Masonic 
Lodge, and *he who does not jrield a cheerful obedience to 
that will, when fairly expressed, proves himself unworthy of 
the fraternal confidence and trust of his brethren.

The power of the Grand Master is ample to take 
each action as may be necessary to restore harmony in the 
Lodge, and, if that cannot be effected, to arrest the charter.

The Master elect, having been duly re-elected, 
no reconsideration was in order, the first election holding 
good, without the brother peremptorily declines; if so, a dis- 
pensation will be necessary for another election. It is not 
essential to install immediately.

Seo. 326. A brother under sentence of reprimand by a 
Lodge in whose jurisdiction he resides, can be so disciplined, 
even though he may at the time be under the penalty of -sus- 
pension in his own Lodge. A member of the Fraternity so 
careless in his actions under the penalty of suspension in one 
Lodge, as to incur reprimand from a Lodge in another juris- 
diction, should be expelled from the Order.

Sio. 831. An initiate being found unable to read and 
write, must learn to do so before being advanced.

Sia 332. No person can be invited by the Master or War- 
dens to confer the degrees who does not conform tu our uni- 
form work. __^-^ r' " VoL XI, p. 467. 

Sia 333. It is the duty of every Lodge of Masons and of 
its officers and members to see that no one of its members is 
wrongfully suspended for an^ cause. The Lodge is a family 
and, theoretically at least, every member is supposed to know 
and to feel a personal interest in the welfare of eveiy other. 
The law requires that every member pay to his Lodge certain 
dues, and directs that, in case of his neglect so to do for six 
months, he shall be noiiM by the Secretary of the fact of his 
delinquency and that he will be suspended unless he pay or 
flhow cause why he does not; and commands that in case, 
after notice, he neglect to pay or show cause why he does not, 
the Master shall declare his suspension as the judgment of 
the law. He must be notified of his delinquency, and, if he 
it unable to pay, some one of the members of his Lodge ought

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should be remitted or further time be granted for payment;

has been given and that the delinquent has the ability but 
willfully neglects to perform ht8 duty and deserves suflpen- 
iion.

Ssa 340l Whenever a Master of a Lodge has pronounced 
judgment of suspension against a member of his Lodge with- 
out having acquired jurisdiction to pronounce jodgmcnt, it is 
the plain duty of the Maitter to declare that the act wan void.

Sia 367. In the United States It is universally recognized 
as the law of Masonry, that, whenever there ai« three char- 
tered Lodges in any State or Territory in which no Grand 
Lodge has been established, those Lodges have the absolute 
right to meet in convention and organize a Grand Lodge for 
•ttch SUte or Territory; that when a Grand Lodge is once 
regularly esUblished in any SUte or Territory, it has exdu- 
alve jurisdiction over all Masonic Lodges and Masons within

jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge so organized, or can maintain 
jurisdiction over a Lodge therein to which it may have granted 
a charter.

The Grand Lecturer, in qualifying the Inspectors 
of the jurisdiction for the duties of their position, instructing 
the many Masters elect of Lodges tvho may apply to him for 
Instruction, and visiting such Lodges as in his judgment re- 
quire such visits, fully performs all the duties which ought to 
devolve upon him as auch officer. VoL XII, p. 116.

It is 
a good maxim, which has come down to us from the gen- 
erous and brave old Saxons, that every man is to be deemed

The presumption is, and 
should be, that such payments are. when made by others than 
the party himself, made with the knowledge and consent of 
the party, bat that the Secretary would be warranted in 
refusing to receive such payment when tendered ' by parties 
who are induced to make it by their own personal interest, 
and when the receiving of it be in conflict with the good of 
the Lodge. 

As the case was put to the Grand Master his decision was 
right. As a role, however, it should not be left to the discre> 
tion of the Secretary to determine whether a brother offered 
to pay the does of another was doing it to subserve his own 
personal interest or not, or whether the good of his Lodge 
would be best promoted by receiving or refusing the payment. 
^e presumption is, and should be, that the brother making 
sach payment does it from pure motives, and that it will meet 
the approval of the party for whom it was made. If a brother 
b in arrears for dues, and is about to be, or has been, sus- 
pended for non-payment thereof, ordinarily another may 
oome to his relief and make payment for him, without his 
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knowledge; and the circumstances must be peculiar that would 
make it proper for the Secretory to inquire as to the motive. 
The consent of the party for whom the payment is made must 
be presumed, because it is for his good. If, however, having 
the ability, he, himself, had refused to make the payment, 
theq no other should offer or should be allowed to make it 
for him. 

A Lodge must exact the payment of dues to enable it to 
meet Its necessary expenditures, and a member, is bound to 
pay his dues as he is to pay every other debt If he neglects 
to pay without excuse rendered, the law suspends him and 
cuts him off from his Mfisonic privileges so long as his neglect 
continues. He may relieve himself at any time by making 
the payment, and no good reason occurs to your committee 
why he should not be reUeved if another makes the*payment 
for him. If a case should occur in which a brother, from im- 
proper motives, should pay, or offer to pay, the arrearages of 
•notber, he may be dealt with for his actual or attempted 
wrong. No Lodge ought to have any member whose dues, if 
in anean^ it would not be willing to receive from any one 
offering to pay them ; and, if any one of its memben, sus- 
pended for non-payment of dues, is unworthy of restoration, 
he should be dealt with in the manner prescribed by our laws.
